In an address to the Legislative Council 
at Singapore on the 12th inst. H. E, the 
Governor of the Straits Settlements, Sir 
Cecil Clementi Smith, said ;— 

With regard to what kad been said about 
tha recent. disturbance, it should not be 
overlooked that action had been taken by 
the Sulian himeelf more than ones; In 
sonnection with the ex-Orang Kaysh action 
was taken by the Sultan, -and it was owing 
to the Ex-Orang Eaves refasing to obsy 
tho orders of the Suitan and that he had 
Hove agsinst the Government which neces- 
sitated action. being taken against him. 
‘There wes a great deal in what they had 
sabsequently learned with regard to the 
resson of these. disturbances, and ‘the 
notion of the chiefs who are stated to hsva 
eonfederated.. All this together dated—so 
far aghe could learn, and it was s matter 
that be bad nover referred to before—from 
the time in which the Turkish frigate 
came to this plate, when there was an 
extraordinary idea circulated by some 
enierapdlons pereons, BA ‘Arabs or others 
throughout the State of Pahang, that this 
Turkish frigate was cont out hore to turn 
she infidels out of a Mohammedan country. 
That brought about the confederation of 
the chisis; it was not brought sbout 
the British officials nor: by atiy other. ms!

“ AOROSS aSia, 
THE TALE OF’ A ROYAL TRAVELLER. 

We take the following from the Bangkok 
Times of tho 12th inst. ;— 

The Asian travellers’ record haa been 
again beaten, and badly; Bonvalot, 
Prince Henri d’Orleans, and Lieut, 
Eblers, great an have been their achieva. 
mentsin the exploratory tine, have been 
loft far sehind, whilet triffing feate of on. 
darance auch as the officers’ tide between 
Vietoa and Berlin pale their utterly ins, 
effectual fires. Fromthe eastern frontier 
of Russia to Peking, and thence gorosa 
Chins, Tonquin, Annam, and Siam, on 


horseback, covering a.ronte of not less 
than ten thousand miles, is the performance 
of the latest and greatest voyageur—Prince 
Constantine Wiasemsky. 

The Princa is a bora travoller. In an 
interview which he accorded to our repre- 


‘ sentative on Wednesday, shortly after his 


arrival at the Oriental Hotel, he recounted 
some of his experiences, He started wan- 
dering when he was fourtcen years old— 
that is to say twenty-three yeata ago—and 
is as familiar with every couatry in Europe 
as the majority of men are with their own 
parish. In 1880 he went furthor afield, 

n horseback’he wont from Russia through 
‘Turkey—where ho’ made the acquaintance 
of Capt. Jones, V.0., the British Minister 
now here—Greece, the Caucausus, and the 
whols of Asia Minor. From Petersburg to 
Parnassus did not satisfy the indefatigable 
General—he is attached {o the Cavalry— 
and 1882 found him si Morocco, mouuted 
on the xame Ukraino steed, preparing for a 
ride right across the Libyan desert, to.2 
point within comparatively a few miles of] 
Knhartoum, then still held by the ill-fated 
Gordon. Through Morocco, Tania, by 
nomad-haunted wastes and the land of 
the lost footstopa, he gained 2t length Der- 
fur before turning his horse’a head home. 
wards, : 

These performances were not enough for 
the Prince. Kightoon months ago ha ins 
timated to the Geographical Society at 
Paris, (of which, as an atdent zoologist 
and botanist, he iss mamber) that bofore 
he again attended thair re-unions he would 
make a real tour on horseback through 
Asia. He used the word ‘tour’ in its

ge from Russia right across te the edgs of 
the Far East, and thence, by another over- 
land route, return, Up: to_now, sfter 
Seventeen months of perssvering toil, ke 
has carried out his promise. 

He left Moxcow in ths summer of 189], 
accompanied by Captan Zoremba, a dostor,. 
& photographer, a cook, and a sergeant 
named Lewis, The last named, a wiry, 
imperturbable individual, the embodiment 
of obediones, has alone stéyed with the 
Prince in his travs-continental race. 

The patty travelled by rail from Moscow 
to the end of the line that runa eastward, 
eleven hundred miles being thos saved, 
There, at Tumine, they bought Cossack 
horsea—twelve altogether, Of thesc atoeds 
of the steppe three alone liave survived to 
find a home in Siam, the Prince having 
presented them to the Governor of Sare- 
buree.
